The AARC Audit and Budget Committee met on Saturday, November 18th at the home 
of Club Treasurer Fred Wegmer KL7HFM.

The following con- 
clusions and recommendations were adopted. 


CONCLUSIONS: 
1. The Club's financial records continue to be kept by generally acceptable 
accounting methods. 


2. Both the FNBA checking account and the SLH cash account are regularly and 
correctly reconciled. 


3. The SLH Life Member account is in proper order and is being managed within 
the guidelines set forth by the Board of Directors. Specifically, a series of 
long term GNMA bonds have been purchased, the interest from which will be re- 
invested in the account to provide inflation proofing for the account 


4, The SLH Gaming account is being maintained separately as required by state 
law, and and all gaming income and expenses detailed in this account. 


5. The Club liability insurance premium has been paid (January, 1989). 


6. The State Gaming Report was submitted in full and on time (March, 1989). 
7. All things considered, the treasury has been managed in line with the 
1989 approved budget. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. That the 1990 recommended budget as constructed by the committee will be pre- 
sented to the general membership for explanation and possible approval. 


2. That a three person investment advisory committee be established to review 
club investments in an attempt to draw upon a broader base of expertise in 
the club's membership. 


3. That Treasurer Fred Wegmer be commended for a job well done over the past 
year and one half.

Watch for the 1990 Iditarod Trail Sled Dog Race Special Event station 
on all bands beginning 3 March 1990 at 1800Z. Operators using the 
call sign KL7JFU will be operating on all bands from the time the first 
musher leaves the starting line in Anchorage, Alaska until the last 
musher crosses the finish line in Nome, Ak. This will cover 
approximately 2 1/2 weeks. Special QSL cards will be sent to those 
making the contact. SASE to NL7KE , POB 670173, Chugiak, Ak. 
99567-0173. 


BACKGROUND INFORMATION 


The Iditarod International Sled Dog Race has been a yearly event for 
the past 17 years and promises to continue for many more years. All 
communications for the race are handled by Amateurs who operate 
HQ stations in both Anchorage and Nome and are in constant contact 
with hams sent to remote checkpoints along the trail. In 1989, the 
first special event station was set up. KL7AA the Anchorage 
Amateur Radio Club call was used for this station and contacts were 
made with all 50 states and many DX stations. The Mat-Su Amateur 
Radio Club will be the host call sign this year and plans are to work 
about 10-15,000 contacts during the period of operation. 


The Iditarod follows the old mining and mail trails from Anchorage 
to Nome, a distance of 1178 miles. Mushers and their dogs travel 
from checkpoint to checkpoint, crossing 3 mountain ranges and some 
of the roughest winter terrain in the world. These athletes and their 
dogs are, for the most part, on their on from beginning to end. Food 
and supplies are shipped into the checkpoints ahead of the race and 
that is the only assistance the mushers are allowed according to the 
stiff rules. Mushers from 11 countries including the United States 
have completed the race over the years and for the first time this 
year, there will be two USSR mushers participating. 


The race has been won 4 times by Rick Swenson, 9 times by other 
men, 3 times by Susan Butcher and the first woman to win the race 
was Libby Riddles in 1985. All three of these mushers are expected 
to compete in 1990. The special event station will be filling in 
between contacts with information on what is happening in the race 
and answering questions when time permits. 
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UHF-VHF_ Information 


The 9600 baud high speed data network called ICEWORM is on for testina 
on 145.05. This svstem which should begin to be installed in Juneau, 
Fairbanks. and Anchorage within two weeks will tie the three cities together 
for packet mail. traffic. and general files. At the present time the system 
is closed. it will be limited to system operators, and the Bulletin Board 
svstems to begin with. If the tests go as expected it should be open to 
general use shortly. 

Until the announcment of it’s beina open for general use. PLEASE DO 
NOT ATTEMPT to use the system. This will only slow down the tests, and delay 
the eventual opening of the system. 

The ICEWORM system is made up of three PE-87"s and their associated 25 
watt tranceivers. all the TNC’s are runnina NETROM NODE firmware. 


The three NODES are: 
ADTANC KL7SM-S ADTFBK KL7SM-6 ADTINU kL7SM-7 


The NODES are tied via State microwave at 9600 baud. but will 
tranceive on 145.05 at 1200 baud. The 145.05 Frequency has been coordinated 
STATEWIDE for the ICEWORM NETWORK. Eventually the system will probably move 
further uo the band. But to begin with we will operate on 145.05. All Three 
NODES will be limited to NODE operation. and NOT available for Digipeatina. 
There are numerous NODES and Digipeaters on 145.01 and 145.03 to serve the 
areas. Please lets keep this frequency clear for traffic from and too the 
boards to begin with. This svstem is sponsored by the Alaska Division of 
Emergency Service’s and is part of the RACES/ARES system. As such during 
times of Emergency it will be a TOTALLY CLOSED SYSTEM! Your help and 
adherance to the limitations will be greatly appreciated.

Dear VEC: 


Element credit. Section 97.505, 47 C.F.R. § 97.505, states: 


(a) The administering VEs must give credit as specified below to 
an examinee holding any of the following documents: 


(1) An unexpired (or within the grace period) FCC-issued amateur 
operator licens The least elements required for the license held. 
For a Technician Class operator license issued before March 21, 1987, 
credit must also be given for Element 3(B). 


(b) No examination credit, except as herein provided, shall be 
allowed on the basis of holding or having held any other license. 


The above rules do not mean that Element 3(B) credit should be given 
for an expired-beyond-the-grace-period Technician Class operator 
License. Section 303(1)(1) of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended, 47 U.S.C. §§ 303(1)(1), authorizes the Commission to: 


Prescribe the qualifications of station operators, 
Classify them according to the duties to be performed, 
Fix the forms of such licenses, 

Issue them to persons who are found qualified,

The method of determining a person's e.i;ibility to be issued an amateur 
operator license is an examination that is such as to prove that the { 
examinee possesses the operational and technical qualifications required 
to perform properly the duties associated with the privileges of the 
class of operator license sought. See Section 97.503 of the 
Commission's Rules, 47 C.F.R. § 97.503. 


The renewal of a license and the granting of examination credit for 
holding an unexpired lice: 1s based upon a presumption that the holder 
has been exercising the privileges of the license during its term and 
thus r fully qualified to be issued a license. This assumes that 
the lice has kept abreast of advancements in the radio art, 
including amateur service regulatory, operational, and technical 
jatters. A grace period, moreover, is provided during which those who 
ave unusual difficulties may have additional time to file for renewal 
of an expired licens The assumption is that changes in the amateur 
service are not so dynamic as to make a former licensee ineligible 
during a short absence. These assumptions are invalid, obviously, for 
long term absences. 


The reason that element 3(B) credit {s extended to holders of current, 
or within the grace period, Technician Class operator licenses that were 
issued before March 21, 1989, is that they passed a no-longer 
administered examination that included certain material now contained in 
the current element 3(B). At such time as the VECs conclude that the 
element _3(B) question in use does not contain sufficient material 
from the que: use on March 21, 1987, they should seek 
discontinuation of mination credit for it.
